BILL. 


The fall text of tbe new funding 


bill of the Central Pacific railroad just 
pan>«d by CongreiP, has cot been re- 
ceived, nor does the telegraphic report 
give • clear idea of its provisions. 
OongreMman Newlunds epoke against 
tha bill, and on!y one Democrat, and 
b« was • gold one, voted for tbe bill, 
th* others being Hepnblioane. Senator 
White of California, summarizes tbe 
bill in a dispatch to the Examiner ae 
follow*: 


"The itatuta as enacted merely con- 


fen power ppou certain officers to 
make a hundred per cent settlement 
witb a maximum extension fixed at ten 
yearp, and all principal and interest 
payoble in semi-annual installment?, 
with entire maturity upon slightest dt- 
fanlt. If this proposal ia net acceptid 
or rather until it is accepted, tbe rig tits 
of both parties are unimpaired. 
The 


payment of the whole debt is not ex- 
tended ten years. The last payment Is 
extended unless there is some default 
of principal or intercut. If tbe law 
bad not been passed foreclosure suit 
might have been brought and settled 
as in tbe case of tbt> Kansas Pacific. 
Tbe trade would be in court. With an 
administration of my own choice I 
would prefer an immedi-tte foreclosure 
and a bid by tbe Government in tbe 
absence ot another full amount bid- 
der. Bat, knowing that tbe same offi- 
cers who handled tbe Kansas and Paci- 
fic would handle this foreclosure, I 
am disposed to tbink that tbe Govern- 
ment will net all of its money this way 
and probably in this way only, I um 
now regarding tbe matter as it if, tu,t 
as it might or should be." 
la the case of tbe Kansas Pacific 


tbe administration made its own terms 
witb tbe purchasers and the road was 
•old for many millions less than the 
debt. Tbe Government, which means 
the people, pocket* the loss and has no 
redress whatever. The Union Pacific 
paid its full indebtedness, principal 
and interest, hat tbe syndicate whinh 
purchased it was allowed several mil- 
lions on the Kansas Pacific to recnpt-r- 
ate it for fall payment on the Union 
Pacific. 


It seems that (he railroads have tbe 


advantage, whether their indebtedness 
is settled by tbe administration, by 
Congress or by the uoarte.

The Constitution of Nevada, which 


was framed and adopted in war times, 
provides that tbe right of suffrage shall 
be enjoyed by all persons, otherwise 
entitled to tbe same, who may be in 
the military or naval service of the 
United States, nor shall he be required 
to register as a condition to voting. It 
farther declares that tbe Legislature 
•ball tnaku provision regulating the 
manner of votlncr, holding elections 
and making returns of snch elections. 
The Legislature did make such provis- 
ions as the Constitution requires and 
Nevada Volunteers in tbe sixties voted 
in the field for State, County and town- 
ship officers. Tbe act was repealed in 
1873 and since thru tbe plain provision 
Of tbe Constitution has been ignored. 
The JOURNAL would simply comply 
witb the provisions of the Constitution 
and let citizens of Nevada, who art* pa- 
triotic enough to pullet in the army or 
navy of the Duited States cast their 
vo-e* for State and County officers, 
wSiBth-rtbyya-ptri Manila, Cuba, Porto 
Bluo i>.
